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High Prices Lead to Plunder 
Rich Moluccan Spice Trade: 
A Delicate Political Problem 


By David A. Andelman 


PASSO. Molucean Islands 
12 (NYT) —For hundreds of years 
fragrant crops of clove, nutmes. 
vanilla and cepra have been 
produced here on land that was 
once known more descriptively to 
the West as the Spice Islands. 

Some of the world’s rarest and 
most sought-after commodities 
grow here, There are few soils 
and climates elsewhere combin- 
ing the conditions that bring 
forth, the fragrance and bouquet 
Of these spices. 

Commodity funds, butfer stocks 
and price stabilization plans have 
never made much difference here. 
Mathecs Tuhylatu. 73. has always 
sold his crop to 2 Chinese middle- 
man in Ambon, the commercial 
and political capital of the Moluc- 
can Islands. about 30 miles away 
through the jungles. This is the 
way it has been done for genera- 
tions. 

Politics Involved 

Lately, the increasing ‘world 
demand for spices has made him 
a rich man by Moluccan stan- 
dards. But the spice trade from 
the Moluccan Islands is an in- 
trieate and politically volatile 
business. one that the Indonesian 
government—the islands are part 
of Indonesia—ls particularly sen- 
sitive about. 

It tnvolves. for instance, the 
whole question of seperatisma and 
independence for these islands. 
many of whose residents see 
their homeland being plundered 
for the sake of wealthy entrepre- 
neurs from Indonesia's principal 
island of Java. It is just such an 
issue that is at the core of the 
protests of the Moluccan sep- 
aratists who have taken hostages 
in the Netherlands. which used 
to contro] these islands, 

Economic Network 

There is a well connected eco- 
nomic network that for genera- 
tions has plundered Indonesia's 
outer islands of their wealth, and 
parlcularly the Moluccans of their 
spices. It is a network controlled 
at the highest levels. The brother- 
in-law of President Suharto re- 
portedly is a Kingpin of the na- 
tion's clove trade. 

Recently. the industry was 
plunged into disrepute when 4 
large shipment of fragrant oils, 
certified by the Indonesian gov- 
ernment, arrived in New York 
City and was found to be 
nothing more than brackish 
water, There are huge profits to 
be made from spices, and many 
Indonesians are getting very rich 
from them. 

Until recently, Matheos Tuhy- 
Jatu: understood all this only 
vaguely. He knew, for instance,

It was 
then that he discovered the 100- 
per-cent markup on each kilo 
of nutmeg, cloves and ranilia and 
began to wonder if he couldn't 
do things better, 

When he returoed to Passo. he 
gathered a group of his fellow 
spice farmers and began talking 
about a cooperative. Perhaps, 
he decided, they could influence 
prices themselves if they gather- 
ed thelr spices, hired a boat and 
sailed straight to Ambon. 

Things more slowly here. so 
they are still thinking about it, 
But in the meantime, other forces 
hate been at work. 

Higher Prices 

‘The traditional) market forces 
of inflation, growing world de- 
mand and shrinking production 
caused br a few seasons of bad 
weather have forced spice prices 
ever higher. 

Five years ago, cloves were 
selling for about $2.50 ἃ ilo. 
Last year, they were $13.50 to $15 
a kilo and climbing. Last year, 
his 5.000 clove trees and about 
the same rumber of nutmeg trees 
netted Mr. Tubslatu about $7,300 
for cloves and about 83.600 for 
nutmeg. His hired hands, who 
carefully pick the matured fruit— 
a skilled task by local standards 
—earned less than $400 for all of 
last year, 

Mr. Tubylatu lives in 2 small 
peach-colored concrete house, 
with an impeccably manicured 
lawn, on the edge of his spice 
farm. 

To his guests he serves 2 sim- 
ple but delectable snack—hot tea 
laced with his own vanilla and 
homemade Dutch bread, fresh 
from the oven, sprinkled with 
nutmeg. 

Financial Worries 

He has invested his money 
wisely—a fleet of buses thai ply 
the main highway of Ambon Is- 
land, houses in Jakarta that are 
rented for astronomical sums to 
foreign ofl men and bankers. 

But he is worrted about prices. 
“Every year the government prom- 
ises us they will stabilize prices.” 
Mr, Tuhylatu said. “And they 
have helped us. They give us 
fertilizer at government rates, 
very cheap, and that cuts ex- 
penses. And they set a floor 
price on cloves. But the Chinese, 
they buy from us, not the gov- 
ernment, so they set the prices.” 

“The prices go up and down 
all the time,” he said. “All we 
really want is some way τὸ 
smooth it out a bit, Last year, 
cloves were $15 per kilo. Now 
this year they are talking about 
$10. Bow can you plan with 
that? Our expenses do not go 
cown, We must siill pay our 
hands $2.50 per day. We must 
still buy our fertilizer. 

“Its simple. If we don't get 
enough money, if we have a bad 
crop, we can’t eat well. If you 
can't eat, you're skinny. If you're 
skinny, you can't work. If you 
can’t work, your trees get skinny. 
And then where are you?”

“This material is secret and

Mr. Ῥεΐυξον. author of the 
article, is chief of the laboratory 
of biophysics, State Control Insti- 
tute of Medical Biological Prep- 
arations, according to his card. 

I had first met him earlier 
this year through dissident 
sources. He described to me the 
theoretical basis for his work, 
but I told him it was only theory 
and far too complicated to make 
: into 8. story. 

His thesis, as best I recall, was 
that the Psi particle is emitted 
when cells divide, that it can be 
detected and measured, and that 
this radiating particle can carry 
information. This would explain 


the basis for telepathy and the 


rest, according to him. _ 
A Serious Scientist 

He seemed a serious scientist, 
one who had been highly recom- 
mended by a dissident’ scientist 
who since has emigrated. So I 
told Mr. Petakov that when he 
.proved his theory, I would be 
interested in doing an article 
about it. ᾿ 

About a month ago he phoned. 
When we met openly on the 
streef directly opposite our apart- 
ment house, he said that his 
tests had been successful, tlrat 
he intended to write the ex- 
periments as a scientific paper, 
and translate it into English for 
possible publication in the West. 
‘Soviet authorities would: not let 
him publish his work, be said. 

So yesterday he phoned again 
and asked to meet me, just as 
I was going to a neighborhood 
shop with an-empty jar for the 
sour cream. Could I meet him? 
Yes, on Monday, I said. No, 
now. he said, because be was 
right in the neighborhood. 

We met at the same place 
across the street and walked while 
he ‘talked about the mutual ac- 
quaintance who had emigrated. 


‘Then he opened his briefcase and 
handed.me the documents, more 
than 20 sheets including charts 
and photos of graphs, which I 
then held for about 30 seconds, 
Yanked 

As I turned to walk back, and 
as‘he started out ahead, a 
Soviet-made “Flat roared up to 
the curb, full of plainclothesmen, 
who flung open the doors and 
pulled me, and my empty 
smetana jar, inside. We took 
off like a rocket, a man on each 
side pinioning my arms at the 
wrist, (The man ox the left, sur- 
prised and made uncomfortable 


‘by the jar, allowed me to put it 


on my. lap.) 

‘A half block down the street 
the hapless Mr. Petukov—in his 
mid-30s, balding, short and 
neryous—turned at the sound of 
our careening car, saw a man 
trying to catch up 16 him and 
began to’ walk faster. A large 
black Volga: pulled up and he 
was’ hauled inside as we passed, 

Qur car made it, through red 
lights and along one-way streets 
the wrong way, to ἃ militia 
(police) station, My captors 
were firm and polite, offering me 
cigarettes, once we got inside, I 
was ushered into a room with an 
inspector who declined my re- 
quests to phone the U.S. Em- 
bassy but said a Soviet Foreign 
Ministry official would be called. 

Calls Made 


After hearing part of the ac-~ 
count from ἃ policeman, the in- 
spector called the scientists and 
then a KGB man named Sparkin 
—young and dapper in a wide- 
Japelled blue suit despite the 
early hour—end the foreign af- 
fairs man, Two and ἃ halt hours 
later, the U.S. Embassy con- 
sulate was phoned. 

Viee-Consul Larry Napper ar- 
rived within 15 minutes. My.ac- 
count, essentially this story, was 
read and translated. I refused 
to sign the handwritten Russian- 
language account, but I was then 
told I was “free to go.” 

While ‘the experience was in- 
teresting, it was unnerving. I have 
only one week left in Moscow, two 
weeks in the Soviet Union, before 
returning to the United States 
‘after three years here. 

More intriguing is whether it 
was a setup from the start with 
the aim of branding one more 
U.S. journalist a “spy.” perhaps 
part of the ‘group already “ex- 
posed” by turncoat dissidents. 

State Secret 

There is also the question of 
why the Soviet Union should class 
parapsychological research work 
as a “state secret.” 

The subject usually is defined as 
covering three general Tields of 
unexplained phenomena: ‘Tele- 
pathy and other forms of ESP, 
psychokinesis, including bending 
Spoons and moving objects by 
“will power,” and ‘survival after 
death or in another world. 

‘The subject has had its ups and 
downs in this country where in 
prerevolutionary days Rasputin 
was said to have controlled the 
ezarina and through her the last 
czar by his “mystical powers.” 

The Soviet Encyclopedia once 
dismissed parapsychology as “non- 
scientific, idealistic consideration 
of supernatural abilities of per- 
ceptual phenomena.” But the 
1970 erdition takes a neutral and 
more serious view, calling it “an 
area of psyclical and biophysical 
research, . .”

Perhaps the best known para- 
psychologist here, Eduard Nau- 
mov, was sentenced to two years 
in a labor camp in 1974 for al- 
legedly misusing fimds from a 
club where he appeared as an 
entertainer.

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Diplomatic Contacts Expanded 


China Taking New Interest in Foreign Affairs 


By Fox Butterfield 


HONG FONG, June 15 (NYT). 
‘—China has been involved in an 
upsurge of diplomatic activity 
lately, with 2 major increase in 
trips abroad by Chinese officials 
and visits to Peking by foreign 
Jeaciers, including the arrival this 
week of President Gaafar Numetri 
of the Sudan and Vo Neuyen 
Giap, Viemmam’s minister of de- 
fense. 

This expansion of diplomatic 
activity suggests that China’s new 
leaders, after concentrating on 
their internal political and. eco- 
nomic problems following the 
death of Mao Tse-tung last fall, 
are devoting more ‘time to foreign 
affairs. 

Peking has not used this recent 
increase in diplomatic visits to 
initiate changes in its foreign 
policy but rather to underscore 
earlier claims by the leadership 
that it will not deviate from the 
broad policies of Mao, In Mao's 
later years, his foreign policy was 
based largely on unremitting hos- 
tility toward the Soviet Union. 

Antipathy Teward Moscow 

Peking’s continued antipathy 
toward Moscow has been most 
clearly marked in the visit this 
week by the Sudanese President, 
Gen. Numeiri. Some anglysis be- 
lieve that Peking may even have 
advanced the date of his arrival 
following his recent order expel- 
ling 8 large number of Soviet 
military advisers and diplomats 
from fhe Sudan. 

Mr. Numeiri was met at the 
Peking airport by Chairman Hua 
Kuo-feng, an honor normally ac- 
corded only to China's closest al- 
lies. Chinese television and news- 
papers devoted an unusually large 
amount of coverage to the Suda- 
nese leader's presence, praising 
his efforts to limit Soviet penetra~ 
tion of Africa. 

At a dinner welcoming him, 
China's senior deputy premier, Li 
Hsten-nien, delivered the strong- 
est’ antl-Soviei speech by a Chi~ 
nese official since Mao's death 
im September. Mr. Li charged that 
Chinese-Soviet relations have 
been further estranged by a re- 
cent Soviet diplomatic note pro- 
testing Peking’s propaganda at- 
tacks on the Soviet Union and 
said that the note had carried 
their bitter doctrinal quarrels 
into state-to-state relations. In 
the past, Peking has distinguished 
between what it calls state-to- 
state and party-to-party rela- 
tions, insisting that state ties 
could be improved despite their 
ideological differences. 

Analysts here oould not recall 


ofsunny Si 


any similar statement by Peking 
in recent years warning of a 
deterioration in state-to-state re- 
lations. 

Soviet Protest 

The Soviet protest note, deliv- 
ered last month, ended a nine- 
month period after Mao's death 
in which Moscow abstained from 
criticizing China to test the new 
leaders’ attitudes toward the So- 
viet Union, The note warned 
that Peking would have to “as- 
sume greot responsibility before 
the Chinese people for the can- 
sequences” of its anti-Soviet 
propaganda. 

Mr. Li and Mr. Numeiri have 
beld several days of talks, pre- 
sumably focusing on their mutual 
concern about Soviet expansion 
in Africa and on possible Chinese 
military and economic aid to the 
Sudan. Peking is limited. how- 
ever, in the military assistance 
it can offer because of the rela- 
tively poor quality of Chinese 
arms.

Lebanese Peace Remains Fragile

BEIRUT, June 12 (NYT).—The 
assassination of a leftist Palestin- 
jan guerrilla chief. continued 
clashes in the south and ἃ parade 
of mew recruits for the rightist 
Tiger militias were reminders to- 
day of the fragility of Lebanon's

The Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine announec- 
ed today that Faiz Mansour. a 
27-year-old military commander 
in the Chatila refugee camp herr.

Carter ‘Homeland’ Remarks 
Criticized by Israeli Envoy 


TEL AVIV. June 12 ‘Reuters'. 
—Isreel's ambassador to the 
United States, Simcha Dinitz. 
yesterday was quoted as de- 
scribing as “unhelpiul” President 
Carter's recent references to a 
Palestinian homeland. 

“In politics, as in many other 
areas of life. it is not only what 
you say but the perception of 
what you say in the minds az 
those who hear it—and especially 
im the Arab world.” he said. 

“I have no doubt toat the 
Arabs hear. in these statements, 
the idea of a Palestinian state. 
He has never said a state. but 
that is what they perceive it 
to mean, And this is where the 
danger lies," Mr. Dinitz sald. 

“That is πῶς we regard the 
eoining of the phrase in itself as 
unhelpful to the creation of the 
correct atmosphere for negotia~ 
tions,” 

Begin Statements 

In the same interview, Mr. 
Dinitz said the United States had 
not reacted officially to recent 
hard-line statements by the prime 
minister-designate, Menahen Be- 
fin. Referring to Mr. Begin's 
description of the occupied West 
Bank as a liberated, not an oc- 
cupied, region. Mr. Dinitz said: 

“There were press reports but 
there has been πὸ oificial con- 
versation on this subject—1 think 
primarily because Mr. Begin said 
it in his capacitr as a member 
of the Knesset (parliament) and 
not as a prime minister.” 


Israel Galili, minister without 
portfolio in the outgoing govern- 
ment. who chairs the ministerial 
committee on Jewish settlements.

the Israeli radio in another inter- 
view that the Americans had 
never protested at the establish- 
ment of any new settlement in 
the areas captured in the 1967 
war.

The accord does not apply to 
southern Lebanon, where the 
Palestinians have stocked much 
of their heavy arms and have 
been allowed to retain 2 certain 
autonomy.

Sadat, Brezhnev Will Confer, 
Fahmy Says After Soviet Trip 


CAIRO. June 12 (UPI).—For- 
eign Minister Ismail: Fahmy said 
yesterday that he is confident an 
improvement in Egyptian-Soviet 
relations will be crowned by a 
meeting between President Anwar 
Sadat and Communist party lead- 
er Leonid Brezhnev. 

The Middle East news agency 
reported that Mr. Fahmy said 
after a three-day visit to ‘Moscow: 
“I am confident a meeting be- 
tween President Sadat ang Com- 
rade Leonid Brezhney will be held 
in the future.” He did not dis- 
close a date or site of the propos- 
ed summit, but said that it will 
be preceded by 2 visit to Cairo

The meeting between Mr. Sadat 
and Mr. Brezhnev wil] be their 
first in about five years.

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Balancing in Brazil 


Em her brief visit to Brazil last week. 
Rosalynn Carter met with both President 
Geisel and two missionaries who told her 
they were tortured in a Brazilian 181}. The 
gonjunction of those two meetings was 
symbolic of the Carter admintstration’s 
emerging approach toward Brazil and other 
Latin nations ruled by oulitary oligarchies. 
The apparent intention is to maintain nor- 
mal channels of diplomacy and communi- 
eation with the governments but some con- 
tact also with their democratic critics, This 
marks @ radical departure from the practice 
of récent administrations and has created a 
good deal of tension in hemisphere regimes, 

The tension has been most pronounced 
‘with Brazil, and for understandable reasons. 
Brazil's current practices in the area of 
human rights are clearly not among the 
world's worst in fact, in the context of 
South America. General Geisel's government 
must be considered relatively serupulous. Yet 
conditions in Brazil were criticized in a State 
Department report to Congress only a few 
months ago. There are still frequent charges 
of arbitrary arrest. torture. and disregard for 
the welfare of the indigenous Indlan popu- 
lation. 

In all of these matters. however, the 
Geisel administration's record is markedly 
better than thai of its immediate predeces- 
sor. Washington’s concern for Brazil's civic 
life is due more to the Carter administra- 
tion's keen interest in human rights than 
to any backsliding by General Glesel's 
regime. Therefore the Brazilians resent what

NEW YORE, June 11 --ἰς would 
be unrealistic to expect highly 
favorable data on the state of 
the nation’s economy week after 
week, ‘Trees don't grow to the 
skies, and the Hnes on the eco- 
nomic charts seldom push un- 
interruptedly for an extended 
period in one direction. So, while 
the latest figures on some of the 
key economic indicators might 
not have been rampantly bullish, 
they showed nothing to indicate 
that the current business expan- 
sion was deteriorating after more 
than 25 months of its upward 
leg. 
the contrary, with little 
more than two weeks remaining 
in the year’s second quurter, it 
appears that the economy's rea! 
growth for the April-June period 
will be about 7 per cent, after 
the surprisingly good gain of 6.4 
per cent in the weather-affected 
first three months of 1977. The 
current growth rate is on the 
high side of earlier expectations, 
when it was thought that the 
proposed $50 rebates might help 
bring about an upswing of that 
dimension. 

Tt is rather fortuitous that the 
rebate was scratched. Otherwise. 
the economic expansion might be 
racing pow at an unsustainable 
Pace leading to greater inflation 
and other distortions. 

By any fair assessment, last 
week was basically a happy onc 
for the optimists. Although the 
new numbers from the Commerce 
Department on business capital- 
spending plans were only moder- 
ately better than the last esti- 
mates three months ago, they 
were still moving up 2nd headed 
in the right direction. And the 
most recent reports on auto sales. 
other retail busmess and the 
consumer-credit trend were ali 
quite encouraging. 

The only reasons οὐ all for 


any measure of doubt about the 
economic situation were the con- 
tinnance of high-level inflation 
around a basic rate of 6 per cent 
and wmemployment in the vicinity 
of 7 per cent. The latver might 
not improve much as the year 
moves along, but prospects on 
the inflation front are deemed 
to be brightening. 

Some analysts believe the in- 
flation rate might drop back by 
a half point or so in the second 
half of the year because of signs 
that food prices might not rise 
as much as they did in the first 
four months of this year, when 
the increase was at an annual 
rate of about 16 per cent at the 


retail level The basis for those 
hopes Hes in the still favorable 
outlook for agricultural produc- 
ion in the United States and 
elsewhere this year. 

Those expectations were nour- 
Ished last Wednesday when the 
Agriculture Department raised its 
forecast for the year’s winter 
wheat crop by 3 per cent Irom 
a Month ago to @ total of 1.53 
billion bushels. If that rteld is 
realized in this month's harvest, 
it would mean a crop virtuails 
equalling last year's abundant

New York Stock Market
